The  above  Jury  selected  the  items  to  be  shown  in  this  exhi- 
bition, and  also  chose  a  specified  quota  group,  of  each 
class,  from  which  a  local  Jury  of  Awards  made  their  selec- 
tions for  prizes. 

A  total  of  ninety-six  items  was  chosen  by  the  Jury  of  Selec- 
tion. Again,  as  last  year,  the  Water  Color  section  was  espe- 
cially commended.  The  Oil  Painting  section  was  well  repre- 
sented, as  usual.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Graphic  Arts 
section,  the  Drawing,  the  Pastel  and  the  Craft  sections  are 
inadequately  represented,  due  to  the  fact  that  altogether 
too  few  items,  in  these  classes,  were  presented  for  adjudica- 
tion. Artists  working  in  these  latter  mediums  should  see  that 
these  sections  are  especially  well  represented  in  1942.
